Excitement builds over 
school construction plans

Voters said “yes” last fall toa 
bond issue for construction of a 
new East Jordan middle school, 
and in an interview last week 
superintendent Chip Hansen 
looked ahead to what it means for 
the community. 

“The excitement associated 
with the new construction is just 
incredible.” he said.. “Students. 
parents, staff members and mem- 
bers of the community are thrilled 
that our kids will have quality 
facilities, additional opportuni- 
ties and a lot of instructional tech- 
nology. 

“We're excited for the commu- 


“nity of East Jordan, a growing 


community that ensured its abil- 
ity to grow by funding the school 
expansion project. We're also 
happy for the members of the 
Facility Review Committee, a 
volunteer group of community 
members who developed a pro- 
posal that works for kids and was 
realistic for taxpayers,’ he con- 
tinued. “In short, everyone seems 
to be excited, which is not sur- 
prising, since it was a team ef- 
fort.” 

The bond issue will cost be- 
tween I and 1.15 mills for the 
$5.3 million project. 

The initial debt millage levy 
was 1.15 mills, and future levies 
toretire the bonds are expected to 
be less than that amount, Hansen 
said. 


A groundbreaking ceremony 
will be scheduled as soon as the 
ground is soft enough, and con- 
struction bids for the middle 
school and an addition to the high 
school are being prepared now, 
said Hansen. 

“We anticipate we’ll be bid- 
ding the high school addition in 
late May. and the middle school 
building in early May, with con- 
struction to start immediately af- 
terward,” he said. 

The following are questions the 


Journal asked Hansen about the 


construction: 

@ What advantages will stu- 
dents and staff enjoy as aresult 
of the new facilities? 

“Students at the new middle 
school will have quality space 
for all their educational and co- 
curricular needs,” said Hansen. 
“Highlights of the new building 
include ample access to a wide 
range of instructional technol- 
ogy. appropriately-sized class- 
rooms, well-equipped science 
classrooms, a fully-automated li- 
brary, separate spaces for the in- 
struction of art and band, and 
much, much more. 

“Staff members will enjoy ap- 
propriately-sized and equipped 
classrooms, more storage space 
than they’re used to, and access 
to technology that will allow them 
to support instruction and im- 
proved communication with par- 
ents.” 

M@ When is the addition and 


new middle school slated to 
open? 

“We hope to occupy the addi- 
tion to the high school on the first 
day of school for the 1996-97 
year, and one year later, we hope 
to occupy the middle school,” he 
said. 

@ What new facilities will be 
available to students? 

The addition at East Jordan 
High School is being designed as 
a center for advanced math. sci- 
ence and technology instruction. 
and will house classes of a more 
challenging nature than have ever 
been taught at EJHS,” Hansen 
said. “The new middle school 
will feature a manufacturing tech- 
nology lab. which will provide 
students with pre-vocational ex- 
periences in a variety of areas, 
including hydraulics. pneumat- 
ics, robotics, etc.” 

@ What use will be made of 
the existing middle school 
building after the new building 
opens? 

“The existing middle school 
will be renovated and used to 
accommodate the growth of the 
elementary school,” said Hansen. 

@ What rooms and facilities 
will be included in the high 
school addition? 

“The high school addition will 
include a new science lab, a 25- 
workstation technology lab, a 
mathematics classroom and a 
general-purpose classroom,” said 
Hansen.

Smith emphasized a victim who 
falls in the water should keep his 
or her clothes on to trap air and 
help maintain body heat.

East Jordan man 
hurt in fatal accident 


Sheriff’s deputies said windy 
conditions, slick roads and poor 
visibility contributed to a Feb. 28 
auto accident which killed a 56- 
year-old White Cloud woman and 
injured a Charlevoix County man. 

Kalkaska County Sheriff Jerry 
Cannon said Gary Hoeksema, 53, 
of East Jordan was westbound in 
a 1983 Ford pickup on US-131, 
about half a mile south of Seeley 
Road in Kalkaska.. The 10:49 
a.m. accident appears to have 
occurred when Hoeksema tried 
to slow down to avoid an unre- 
lated rollover accident which had 
just happened.

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women and patents 


Women have always been part 
of the American patent system 
since its inception in 1790. While 
numerous patents were granted 
to women inventors over the 
years, recognition was harder to 
garner. 

In 1890, at the patent system’s 
centennial celebration, a group 
of women inventors petitioned 
the patent office to dedicate a 
room exclusively for women in- 
ventors. Since the commissioner 
at the time denied the request, it 
wasn’t until 1990 that women 
inventors were finally honored in 
an exhibit at the patent system’s 
bi-centennial, 

Today women inventors are 
recognized in exhibits at the US 
Patent and Trademark Museum 
and the National Inventors Hall 
of Fame. Like men inventors, 
women have changed our world 
in both small and large ways.

¢ Margaret A. Knight, inventor 
of a paper bag folding machine 
patented in 1871 — for decades, 
many had tried to solve the prob- 
lem of how to make a machine 
fold paper bags for production. 
Knight solved that problem, and 
developed 25 more patents, earn- 
ing the title of “Female Edison.” 

* Madam C.J. Walker, who in 
1905 invented the straightening 
or pressing comb — Walker in- 
vented the product and marketed 
it to profitability, making her 
America’s first self-made black 
female entrepreneur. 

* Elizabeth Lee Hazen and 
Rachel Fuller Brown, inventors 
of the world’s first anti-fungal 
antibiotic, called nystatin, and 


_ patented in 1954 — the antibiotic 


was named after their employer, 
the New York State Department 
of Health, and the women do- 
nated their more than $13 million 
in nystatin royalties to a non- 
profit research corporation. 

* Stephanie Louise Kwolek, 
who discovered how to make a 
polymer fiber (the most well 
known is Kevlar) in her work at 
Dupont — the product made from 
these fibers is 15 times stronger 
than steel and has replaced nylon 
in durability. One use is the manu- 
facture of bullet-proof vests.

The Liquor Control 
Commission’s authority to is- 
sue resort license extends to 
1997 under legislation re- 
cently signed by Gov. Engler, 
said an area lawmaker who 
sponsored the measure. 

State Rep. Beverly A. 
Bodem, chair of the House 
Tourism and Recreation 
Committee, said licenses for 
the on-premises consumption 
of alcoholic beverages are 
generally limited by popula- 
tion. Only one such license 
per 1,500 people can be is- 
sued within any governmen- 
tal unit. 

One significant exception 
are resort licenses beyond the 
quota. For more than 40 years, 
550 resort licenses were avail- 
able statewide. 

Since 1964, a fixed number 
are obtainable each year. 
These additional licenses are 
granted because the fixed 
population of an area does 
not always accurately reflect 
the volume of economic ac- 
tivity, particularly where 
there are sizable seasonal 
populations. . 

“Issuing resort liquor li- 
censes helps boost the tour- 
ism and recreation industries 
throughout the state, particu- 
larly in northern Michigan,” 
said Bodem, R-Alpena. 
“Large and small business 
benefit from this new law.” 

Without the availability of 
these licenses, the system in- 
hibits business expansion in 
some areas where all the quota 
licenses have been allocated. 

The Bodem measure was 
needed because the Liquor 
Control Commission’s au- 
thority to grant additional re- 
sort licenses expired this year. 
Public Act 2 of 1996 extends 
that authority.

That is the advice of the Federal 
Trade Commission (FTC), which 
recently issued the Telemarketing 
Sales Rule. This rule helps pro- 
tect consumers from deceptive 
and abusive telemarketing sales 
practices. 

Under the new rule, it’s illegal 
for a telemarketer to: 

®@ call you if you have asked 
not to be called 

® call before 8 a.m. and after 9 
p.m. 

® neglect to tell you, at the 
beginning of the call, the com- 
pany name and what they are 
selling. If it’s a prize promotion, 
the caller must tell you that no 


purchase or payment is neces- 
sary to enter or win: 

® misrepresent any informa- 
tion or facts about their goods or 
services, earnings potential, prof- 
itability, risk, etc., or the nature 
of a prize in a prize-promotion 
scheme 

® ask you for payment before 
telling you the total cost of goods, 
whether a sale is final or non- 
refundable, the odds of winning a 
prize, and any restrictions orcon- 
ditions on getting the prize 

® withdraw money from your 
checking account without your 
expressed, verifiable authoriza- 
tion. This authorization from you 
may be written or verbal if tape 
recorded and made available to 


your bank on request 

@ request a fee before provid- 
ing the service for credit repair or 
Joan promotion. Firms that offer 
to recover your losses or get your 
money back cannot charge an up 
front fee for doing so. 

These are just some of the re- 
quirements of the new 
Telemarketing Sales Rule.

U-M studying 
voting by mail 


‘While the results of a special January U.S. Senate election 
in Oregon have a direct impact on the residents of that state, 
the way in which voters cast their ballots in that race may have 
a greater effect on the nation as a whole, say University of 
Michigan researchers. - 

The special election, in which Democrat Ron Wyden 
defeated Republican Gordon Smith to fill Bob Packwood’s 
vacant Senate seat, was the nation’s first congressional elec- 
tion to be conducted entirely by mail. 

A team of researchers, led by Michael Traugott, a U-M 
professor of communication studies and program director of 
the U-M Center for Political Studies, will spend the next 
several months analyzing the impact of Oregon's vote-by- 
mail procedures on the attitudes, composition and turnout of 
the electorate and outcome of both the Jan. 30 general 
election and the Dec. 5 primary race. 

“A detailed examination of these elections is important 
because vote-by-mail, especially as it is being employed in 
this context, is but a step along a path that many election 
administrators see as a logical, technological progression to 
electronic voting from home by computer, cable television or 
phone,” Traugott said. “A great deal of the attention that is 
being devoted to the Oregon experience is associated with the 
expectation that it is a natural laboratory for the voting system 
of the future.” 

Traugott says that while the vote-by-mail process is ex- 
pected to reduce costs and speed up the accurate tabulation of 
votes, it raises important questions about potential problems 
of fraud and undue influence; the impact of administrative 
procedures on various groups in the electorate, tumout and 
standing division of the vote (1.e., the number of Democratic 
votes vs. Republican votes); and the consequences for candi- 
dates and the campaign strategies they employ. 

Preliminary results of the study will be presented in San 
Francisco at the August conference of the American Political 
Science Association, with final results to be released in 
October in Washington, D.C,
